the legal ‘profession was notable for a 
vigorous speech against the measure by 
Sir James Craig, one of the Independent 
vroup representing Dublin University. 
- Sir James proved that the study of the 
la.guage had been encouraged for many 
years by what had been alluded to during 
the debate as “the ascendancy gang,” and 
expressed his own approval of the teach- 
ing of Irish whilst strongly opposing com. 
pulsion in the matter. ¢ 

Professor Thrift, another representative 
of Dublin University, also expressed him- 
against compulsory Irish, 
The debate was againyadjourned. 

By 82 votes to 56 fhe House passed the 
\rmy vote. In réplying to criticisms, the 
Minister for Defence said that he did not 
anticipate that the present Government 
would introduce conscription. As to 
whether the Government would expect the 
people of the country to give military 
service in any emergency, he would say 
that the Government did accept the prin- 
ciple—it was ordinary ethics.

GRAVE WARNING TO THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


The debate was resumed on the second 
reading of the Legal Practitioners (Qualifica- 
tion) Bill, which seeks to make “ a competent 
knowledge ” of the Irish language essential 
for all future members of the legal profession. 

Mr. DERRIG said that the Government 
were bound to give all the support they could 
to the movement for the revival and extension 
of the Irish language.

administration of the law should have a com- 
petent knowledge of the language. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dubhn 
University) said that he was strenuously 
opposed to this measure and the method of 
ts introduction. It was nothing short of 
tyrannical legislation. It was left to two 
deputtes on the Government benches to in- 
troduce a measure imposing disabilities on 
the legal ~profession, of which they knew very 
little, and that without consultation with the 
He hoped that 
have- sufficient common- 
ense to reject the measure. He called this 
tyrannical Jegislation, because it would 
interfere with the right of learned bodies to 
fix the curriculum for law students in what- 
ever way it seemed best to them. 

NATIVE TYRANNY. 

They heard a deal of talk from time to 
time about. the tyranny of the British 
Government over lreland for 750 
years. They should be careful, now 
that they had, the power to make 
their own laws’ in their own hands, not to 
impose. aggressive legislation on any class 
of the people. In his opinion, it was a 
creat mistake to impose compulsory Irish 
upon the people, and if it were to be inv- 
posed upon the legal profession a great deal

of harm would be done. He agreed with 
Dr. Heunessey that the half million pounds 
spent on teaching Irish by compulsion would 
be better spent in improving the economic 
and social condition of the people. 

Deputy Buckley and other deputies bad 
cried shame that anyone should oppose‘ com- 
ha Irish in the Dail. On the voher 
and, he (Sir James) was ashamed that they 
were spénding money in compelling children 
to attend schools and compelling them to 
learn Irish in school buildings, some of which

were in such a condition that the pupils 
could learn nothing because of the want of 
ventilation and warmth, to say nothing of 
food. Further, the sanitary accommodation 
in many parts was not only a disgrace to 
civilisation, but a menace to health. The 
money could be better spent in encouraging 
industry and finding employment to keep 
the hundreds of young people who were now 
leaving the country at home. Why, he 
often asked, was it necessary for these people 
to leave the country, and, again, why force 
Irish on people who had to emigrate to seek 
their living! 

A Fianna Fail Se tears ! 

Sir JAMES CRAIG, ‘continuing, said that he 
had attended the poor for nothing for the 
last forty years in Dublin hospitals, and he 
could, therefore, stand up there with a clean 
sheet where the r were concerned, There 
were fo Crocodile tears where he was con- 
cerned. He had stood up in the Dail for the 
improvement of people; he had the 
courage of his convictions, and he placed 
them before the Dail. He believed in sup- 
porting the encouragement of industry. 

“THE ASCENDANCY GANG.” 

Someone had spoken of an “ ascendancy 
gang, who were bent an opposing every- 
thing that was for the Gaelicising of the 
He wanted to say that as far 
as ie Serta was concerned they had 
there a fessor of Imsh for many years, 
and for the last twenty years they had a 
lecturer in Irish and they gave prizes for 
Irish.

He opposed 
it because it would be a blow to the schools 
of law, and because it would prevent foreign 
students from attending them. It would m 
harmful to the reciprocity between the Free 
State, Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 
in the first place, because, in his opinion, the 
Dail had no right to interfere with the 
education of these students, and also be- 
cause, as Deputy Jasper Wolfe pointed out, 
it was going to place on the shoulders of 
one man the responsibility for saying whether 
a candidate should be allowed to practice as 
a barrister or solicitor. 


KEEPING OUT THE NORTH. 

Finally, on the question of national unity 
he was opposed to it. Here, he thought, he 
was in a better position than any member of 
the House to speak on the attitude of the 
North. He had read lately that the leader of 
Fianna Fail had said that the North must 
be brought in either by persuasion or by

NOT GRIFFITH'S POLICY. 

It was suggested from the opposite benches 
that anyone who did not want to learn Irish 
should clear out of the country. He did not 
like that attitude; it was not the policy of 
the late Arthur Griffith, who said that there 
should be room for all sections of the people 
of Ireland. He claimed that if he did not 
believe ‘in compulsory Irish he should have a 
perfect right to say so. . 

Mr. M. BRENNAN (Ind., Roscommon) said 
that reference was made to moral cowardice 
on the part of people who were afraid to 
Say they were oo to compulsory Irish, 
bnt he thought that the measure should have 
been brought in by the Executive Council, 
and not by a private member. 

Mr. MULLINS (F.F., Cork W.) said that 
the people who criticised the bill knew little 
of the spirit of the people and of the nation. 
The sooner they recognised the change that 
had brought about the triumph of the Irish 
language the better it would be, especially 
for those who still clung to the tradition of 
the British Empire. The bill was not going 
to inflict undue hardship or anybody, ex- 
cept, perhaps, those’who wanted a return of 
the British Empire. He would go so far as 
ta say that no public position should be 
given to anybody who had not a competent 
knowledge of Irish. He believed that there 
was every intention of saving the la 
They had now a native Government in 26 
counties, and, if necessary, the very same 
methods that were used to kill the Irish 
language should be used to bring it back. 
If that were done, it would be restored very 
speedily, 

He had learnt from interviews with teachers 
that since the teaching of Irish an, the 
ehildren had ‘improved intellectually. If neces- 
sary, Mr. Mullins said that he would exclude 
Latin from the schools to make sure that 
Irish would become the spoken language of 
the next generation. 

SCHOOLS DETERIORATING. 

Professor THRIFT (Independent, Dublin 
University), said that everyone knew that he 
disapproved of the present Government policy 
with regard to Irish, and that he was op- 
posed to the bill. He did this entirely on 
educational grounds. His objection was not 
anti-national, but because he believed that 
the present policy was damaging to the edu- 
cation of the country. His experiences did 
no tconform in any respect with the experi- 
ences of the last speaker. His experience 
was generally that education in primary 
schools was deteriorating, and that it was 
having this effect on secondary schools also. 

What he regretted was that there was 
thought to be a need for this forcing pe? 
to further the ideals of the proposers of this 
bill, or that their development wonld be en- 
couraged by the forced growth that this policy 
engendered. He believed that this was 
unnecessary and damaging to the State. In’ 
his opinion a language was an accident of 
nationalism, and not essential at all. The 
whole trend of the world at the moment was 
away from the Tower of Babel, and not 
towards it. He saw no trace at all of a 
diminishing of the fervour cof nationalism in 
any quarter of the world, but he saw a strong 
teridency to a closer union between nations, 
and a closer ineans of communication. Every- 
thing that would tend te closer commanica- 
tion would be an advantage, and anything 
that tended ‘to discourage it was a 
disadvantage.

ARMY THE REAL FIANNA FAIL. 

Mr. D. FITZGERALD, Minister for De- 
‘fence, in replying, said that the only bod 
who had a claim to the title, Fianna Fail, 
was the National Army, which was the direct 
successor of the Irish Volunteer Force. At 
an Irish Volunteer convention in 1914 it was 
resolved, on the motion of The O’Rahilly, 

by himself, that the words “ Fianna 
Fail’’ should be r i as the Irish 
equivalent to the English phrase, “Irish 
Volunteers.” He mentioned this as he might 
in the course of the debate he refer to the Op- 
position as the Fianna Fail Party. This year's 
Army estimates re ted a reduction of 
£287,734. The Minister for Finance had esti- 
mated that the normal expenditure on the 
Army should be £1,500,000 annum.

The Free State Senate. 


After a meeting which lasted for almost 
six hours on Tuesday night the Free State 
Government Party in Dáil Eireann chose 
an official- panel of five candidates for 
the forthcoming Senate election. The 
Fianna Fdil’ Party already has chosen 
six names, and there will be two Labour 
nominees. Thirteen. candidates for the 
nineteen vacant seats in the Senate, there- 
fore, already have been chosen, and it is 
virtually certain that these persons will be 
elected. The machinery of election under 
the new system is rather complicated. 
Each House of the Oireachtas is expected 
to. nominate a panel of nineteen names. 
Nominations for the Dail panel will be 
accepted until November 7th; when the 
| list. will be closed, and on the following 
day the Dáil will choose from its list of 
nominations nineteen names. The same 
procedure will apply to the Senate. Its 
nominations wil] cease on November 9th, 
and on November 15th its panel of nine- 
teen will be chosen. The ‘date of the 
election has not yet been fixed; but it 
probably will be before the end of the 
present month. .Voting papers will be 
sent to every. member of Dad.! and Senate, 
containing the double panel of thirty-eight 
names, and nineteen members of the new 
Senate will: be elected from these names 
| on the principle of proportional repre- 
sentation. - The party Whips have 
ichlculated: the chances of their nominees 
with mathematical accuracy. It seems 
that if everybody votes the return of any 
| particular candidate will be assured by 
10.65 first preferences. In the Dail alone 
the Government commands more than sixty 
votes ; therefore, it is reasonable to assume 
that, with its excellent organisation, it 
will be. able to secure the return of at least 
six candidates, or one more than it has 
placed on its official panel.

that the agriculture of Ireland ought to 
be established on a tillage basis. Ireland, 
it is said, ought to grow her own wheat 
and grind her own flour. To those who 
are not familiar with the economic facts, 
the plea is plausible. Mr. Hogan, ‘how- 
ever, showed yesterday that it springs 
from a mistaken conception of the past 
history and immediate prospects of farm- 
ing in Ireland. When Ireland grew 
wheat abundantly, wheat was propor- 
tionately a far more profitable crop than 
to-day. The competition of the Canadian 
prairie had not arisen. To-day it would 
be impossible to grow wheat on a national 
scale at an economic price. On the other 
hand, beef, butter, bacon, ham and eggs 


| all have become far more profitable than 


of old. For all that Ireland can produce, 
so long as a high standard of quality is 
maintained, there is an eager and profit- 
able market across the narrow Channel. 
If Ireland should lay. great areas under 
wheat, it would be to raise a crop that 
would cost more than the imported grain, 
and this would signify a national loss. 
If she should turn the fruitfulness *f the 
samé area into a larger output of meat, 
dairy products and eggs, her national 
income would be increased by the returns 
from a vastly larger bulk of profitable 
exports. | 

Mr. Hogan suggested that the farmers 
of Ireland should set before them the aim 
of increasing the proportion of Irish arable 
land under crops from 16 per cent. to 20 
per cent. In other words, he asks every 
farmer to increase the present proportion 
of his land tilled by one quarter. This 
is: not an extravagant proposal, but 
probably it is the maximum which could 
be sought under present conditions. Agri- 
cultural labour scarce and dear. 
Farmers themselves, as Mr. Hogan said, 
work longer hours than trade unions 
permit to labourers, and they receive no 
trade union standard of wages. On the 
other hand, their capital and their produce 
are their own, and they are” the only true 
freemen of the land. If tillage is to be 
increased, it must be mainly through the 
industry -of the farmer’s family. No 
substitute, as Mr. Hogan said, can replace 
the careful toil of a farmer’s family. .In 
these circumstances the margin of progress 
whith is proposed is the maximum that is 
feasible, but it would represent a gain 
far beyond the suggestion conveyed by 
the percentage figures. It would mean 
that the country’s live-stock would be 
increased. The milk flow would swell, 
and there would be more beef, bacon and 
ham for export. More poultry could be 
kept. Those products which have proved 
most profitable—those products whose 
increase in: exportation has reduced the 
Free State trade loss so substantially— 
would be multiplied. Mr. Hogan s plea, 
in effect, is for intensive production by 
the small farmer, relying mainly on family 
labour. At the same time, he explicitly 
urges that the farmer should work “in an 
organised way.” As Sir Horace Plunkett 
observed in the articles which we published 
last week, the more individual the methods 
by which agricultural production is con- 
ducted, the more collective marketing is 


necessary. 
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A Great Adventure. 


~ Yesterday the Graf Zeppelin, in its 
return flight, passed over France, 
and we may assume that it will reach 
Germany to-day. No new “record” 
was established; for the feat of cross- 
ing and re-crossing the Atlantic by 
airship already had been accomplished by 
a British dirigible, R34, four years ago. 
Nevertheless, the double journey was a 
triumph of courage, perseverance and 
engineering skill. ©The great airship— 
the longest that ever has taken the air— 
left Europe, attended by general good 
wishes, and reached New York in four and 
a-half days. Dr. Eckener made a long 
détour to the south, by way of Marseilles 
and Gibraltar to the Bermudas. In the 
last stage of his journey the Graf 
Zeppelin met with very unfavour- 
able winds. Members of the. crew 
displayed great heroism in effecting 
necessary repairs above the ocean. The 
return journey was accomplished in a 
much shorter time, and under mure 
favourable conditions. The attempt to 
cross and re-cross the Atlantic by air, with 
assengers and mails, thus has been 
crowned with success, and all who were 
concerned in making it deserve the highest 
praise. How far, it will be asked, has it 
contributed towards the establishment of 
a regular Atlantic service? . This question 
will be difficult to decide until the de- 
tailed reports of the Graf Zeppelin pilots 
and engineers are available, but certainly 
the time has not come when people will 
embark on a dirigible for New York as 
lighty fs ii they were boarding the 
Mauretania. The aerial trip possibly can 
be regarded as reasonably safe, but this is 
not sufficient. Airships may ensure 
safety by making long détowrs in bad 
weather, but the duration of a voyage then 
will be little shorter than those of the 
faster steamships. Nevértheless, the day 
when regular passenger services to 
America by air will be established is 
bound to come, although it may not be 
near at hand

CONVENT SCHOOL PENSION 
PROBLEM. 
In Dail Eireann yen ereny 
In answer to a question by Mr. Anthony 
(Lab., Cork Borough) as to when the 
Minister for Finance proposed to introduce 
a scheme of pensions for lay assistants in 
convent and monastery schools, and junior 
assistant mistresses in ordinary National 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the Actuary’s 
report on the subject had been received, and 
was at present being examined in the Finance 
Department. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the number of 
National school teachers who retired on or 
before the 3lst March, 1900, and were ‘in 
receipt of pensions on the 3lst March, 1928, 
was 45. . The number of ‘retired National 
school teachers who, on the 31st March, 1928, 
were in receipt of pensions was 478., Of 
these 128 were in receipt of ordinary pen- 
sions of from £40 to £50, and 35 were re- 
ceiving disablement pensions. 

A large number of these pensioners were 
in receipt of old age pensions, the increase 
to’ which they were entitled under the Pen- 
sions (Increase) Act, 1920, and Section 6 of 
the Superannuation Act, having been re- 
duced in many cases in order that they might 
be granted larger old,age pensions, and so 
receive the largest possible income from the 
two sources. Many of the disablement pen- 
sioners retired und@ the rules of 1897, and 
were awarded lump sums, and, in addition, 
smal] pensions, which were subsequently 
commuted. The pensions of which these 
pensioners were at present in receipt were 
granted under the rules of 1914, and are in 
addition to those previously awarded and 
commuted. It was not intended to introduce 
proposals for legislation similar to the 
Pensions (Increase) Act, 1924, passed by the 
British Government. : 


IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 

In answer to a question by Mr. John 
Good (Ind., Dublin County), 

Mr. O’SULLIVAN, Minister for Educa- 
tion, said that there were 1,240 schools in 
which, apart from the teaching of English 
as a subject, the teaching instruction in the 
infants’ division was given through the 
medium of Irish. ‘There were 3,570 schools 
in’ which, on the same basis, the 
teaching «instruction in the infants’* divi- 
sion ‘was given partly through the medium 
of Irish and -partly through the. medium of 
English. There were 573, schools in which, 
apart, from.the teaching of Irish as a subject, 
the teaching instruction in the infants’ 
division was given wholly through the 
medium of English. 


‘SCHOOL MEALS. 


In reply to Mr.-T. J. O'Connell, 

Mr. MULCAHY said that so far as the 
application of the provisions of the Education 
(Provisions of Meals) (Ireland) Acts, 1914 to 
1917, to rural areas generally was concerned 
there was no considerable demand for it, and 
it was not proposed to introduce legislation 
on the subject.-As regards school meals for the 
congested district counties referred to in the 
report. of the statement of Government policy 
in the report of the Gaeltacht Commission, 
the matter was still under discussion between 
the Department of Finance and the Depart- 
ment of Local Government. 


WOLFHILL COLLIERY.’ 

Mr. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, Dublin South) 
asked President Cosgrave if any representa- 
tions had been made to him on ‘behalf of 
shareholders in the Wolfhill Colliery -Co., 
Ltd. (in liquidation), and if the Government 
proposed to take any action in the matter. 

President COSGRAVE said that certain in- 
fonmal representations were made a year ago 
in the interests of the shareholders. It would 
appear that the call upon shareholders who 
were liable for calls in arrear was made, in 
pursuance of an Order of Court dated 17th 
October, 1927, and consequently the matter 
was not one in which the Government could 
intervene,

When Lieutenant-General Sir William 
Pulteney, K.C.B., unveils the memoria! 
at La Ferte-sous-Jouarre on Sunday next 
to commemorate the operations of the 
British Expeditionary Force there will be 
a guard of honour of over a hundred 
officers and men representative of every 
regiment or corps that took part in the 
engagements.

trade. The decline in the home market 
has been steady, and. according to th: 
latest figures, the fall in the consumption 
has been 220,000 proof gallons compare 
with last year. This position is considered 
to be serious enough by the leading dis 
tillers to justify the advocacy of a cr 
operative campaign to secure a reduction 
in the duty.

This State, Mr. Hogan proceeded, cannot 
afford to exhaust its capital by paying too 
great a price for the luxury of completely 
changing existing conditions. Otherwise, it 
will be foreed to sell out, having learned too 
late that. very much less money spent, not on 


' change, but on development, would bring 


about all the results desired. It is possible 
to produce more wealth from the land of this 
country, and to do it without making the 
farmer bankrupt. 

If I go into the average small farmer's 
haggard and tell him that he should till 


forty to sixty per cent. of his land he knowsa 


once that I am either a fool or an 
ignoramus, or. both—the best I can hope for 
is just polite indifference ; but if I point. out 
to him that he can keep a few extra cows 
and hold his dry stock for much longer, if 
he grows an additional acre of oats and an 
additional .half-acre of mangels, he may listen 
to me, and he may finally decide to take my 
advice. If I tell a Mayo farmer on poor land 
that wheat is the patriotic crop and that 
he has got to grow a few acres immediately 
he will not listen; but if I tell him that I 
can get hii a variety of oats which will 
stand up in adverse weather conditions he 
will be interested at once. 
hand, if I tell a Meath farmer on heavy land, 
who is trying to cut lodged oats in wet 
weather, that wheat is his crop and that he 
should grow it, he will at once realise that 
the matter is worth considering. 
THE TREND OF PRICES. 3 
Our existing agricultural economy has been 
shaped by the trend of prices and can only 
be changed by a change in the trend of 
prices. Between 1840 and 1925 (the last date 


for which figures are available)—I am quoting. 


from a paper read by- Mr. Thomas Barrington 
before the Statistical and Social Inquiry 
Society of Ireland—eggs have increased in 
price by 397 per cent.; store cattle by 340 
per cent. ; potatoes by 254 per cent. ; mutton 
by 169 per cent. ; pork. by 160 per cent. ; beef 


_ by 83 per cent.; butter by 89 per cent. ; oats 


by 72 per cent. ;-barley by 40 per cent., and 
wheat by 18 per cent, An examination of 
the figures for 1913, the year before the 
jreat War, shows -exactly the same trend 
when compared with the 1840 figures. 

The first moral of these figures is clear. It 


is that we should develop our cattle, beef,- 


mutton, eggs, pork, bacon and butter trade, 
and that the cash crop which is most likely 
to give us a profitable return is potatoes. 

hey contain. other useful lessons. The 
price oí feeding stuffs for animals 
is, and has been for a long time, compara- 
tively speaking, very high. The price of 
oats, barley, and especially wheat, is, com- 
paratively speaking, very low. The lesson 
is obvious. It is that in the main these 
cereals should be grown, not for sale, but as 
the raw materials for beef, mutton, butter, 
bacon and eggs,~and that it would pay our 
farmers to grow them in increasing quantities 
for this purpose, ~Moreover, this conclusion 
is not vitiated by the fact that. any cereals 
which we can grow can only form a portion 
of the economic ration, and that the more 
cereals we grow the more feeding-stuffs we 
will import. 

There is, of course, an,alternative policy. 
It is suggested that it Bite duty of the 
farmer .to begin at the omer end of the 
scale, to neglect the products that show the 
best chance of profitable development, and 
that it is the duty of the Government to 
expend the national capital in an attempt 
to alter the trend of world prices—in other 
words, to invest it in an attempt to develop 
what pays least. 

THE PLACE OF WHEAT. 

The claim made for this particular policy 
is not so much that it is sound as that it is 
patriatic. A concrete example will illustrate 
my meaning. Take the case of wheat, firstly, 
because it is at the end of the scale, and, 
secondly, becausé we hear so much ebout it 
at present. Wheat has its place in our 
agricultural economy, as I have tried to 
indicate already. It would pay the farmers 


' in many districts to grow more of it; but, 


on the other hand,,the.conception that wheat- 
panacea for all our agricul- 
tural ills is entirely unsound. As the neers

But who pays for 
these bounties? The people of the country. 
And what is the advantage? There is no 
addition to the national wealth.

special resources of Canada in wheat pro- 
duction, but by producing an extra £7,000,000 


taxpayers have any money to spare—which 
I doubt—here is a way to invest it. 

In fact, there is no necessity for the tax- 
payer to come in with anything in the way 
of liberal bounties. There is nobody to pre- 
vent us from producing better cattle, better 
milch cows, better pigs, better : it is 
only a question ef learning the details of 
our business, applying our knowledge, work- 
ing harder, and working more Cliaint 
that is to say, working in an organised way. 
Every gallon of milk that we obtain by im- 

poving the quality of our cows, every extra 
"tgs that we produce by improving the quality 

our fowl, alf the beef, butter, mutton, 
pork and bacon that is produced by a reason- 
able and economic increase in the area under 
tillage and by better organisation of our 
business—al] this extra wealth is extra profit 
and will last, and this profit will go into 
circulation again and affect in a permanent 
way every ciass in the community, farmer, 
shopkeeper and industrialist. 


MORE PRODUCTION, 

This was, is, and always will remain, a 
country of mixed farming in every sense of 
that word. There must be a judicious 
balance between summer and winter farming. 
At present we have too much summer farm- 
ing and not enough winter farming. At 
present we till about 16 per cent. of our 
arable land. An increase of tillage to 20 per 
cent. of our arable Jand, together with an 
improvement of our pastures, would make an 
enormous difference, 

More tillage, more live-stock, and more 
live stock products—in a word, more produc- 
tion, and more production of what we are 
Was at present, is the right policy. 
‘he farmer works Jonger than trade union 
hours for less than trade union wages, but, 
unlike the trade unionist, he is economically 
independent. He is producing wealth for 
himself, not for an employer; everything 
he makes is his own. The lesson of all 
courtries in all times is that farming can 
only be made to pay in norma) times by 
superior organisation, hard work, by watch- 
ing the pennies and letting the pounds look 
after themselves. 

Lhere is no short out to riches in farming. 
There is no substitute for the industry of the 
family. Attention to detail is what is 
needed, and this means not. only hard but 
humdrum work, and this is the sort of work 
that some of us do not like, and for which 
some of us have never exhibited any great 


capacity. 
STATE AID. 

_In this country there is an exaggerated be- 
lief in the efficacy of State action. This. is 
only natural. We have long and bitter ex- 
perience of State in-action, and even of posi- 
tive injury done by the State. The Dairy 

roduce Act, the Agricultural Produce 
(Eggs) Act, and the Live Stock Breeding Act, 
to take three examples, would never have 
been passed by an English Parliament, if for 
ho other reason than that an English Parlia- 
ment, engrossed in English industrial and 
frish political problems, could not afford to 
find a place for such Acts in the Parliamen- 
tary time-table 

Our experiences in this respect have Jed us 
to an exaggerated idea of what State aid can 
do and to a minimisation of what we can do 
for ourselves. Anybody who thinks about it will 
see at once the dangers in this situation, and 
wil] agree that it is necessary to combat these 
tendencies and to keep always before the mind 
of our farmers that what the State can do for 
him is comparatively unimportant compared 
with what he can do for himself. 

The attempt to divert the farmer from his 
proper business, and to turn his attention 
towards the prospect of repudiating his 
liabilities, whether they be debts, annuities, 
rates or taxes, if it succeeded, could only end 
by ruining him. Low rents and low rates are 
very important, but better farming is more 
important. It has often been said that Eng- 
land’s policy in this country during the nme- 
teenth century was deliberately aimed at de- 
nationalising the peoplemaking them Eng- 


li 
A WORSE POLICY. 

That is. quite true, but that policy failed. 
There could be even a worse bg '—the 
policy of ‘persuading the farmer ! cult 
umes that State action alone can savé him; 

at all his probleins can be solved by com- 
pulsory legislation, that he should attempt 
to repudiate liabilities which he has incurred, 
is a policy which is not, indeed, aimed at 
making the Irish farmer British, but is de- 
liberately aimed at making him: something 
very much worse, It is an attempt to anchor 
policy in whatever there is of area ; sh.

TRANSPORT NEEDS. 
Senator Sir Walter Nugent (Chairman, 
Great Southern Railways Company), propos- 
ing a vote of thanks to Mr. Hogan, said

one who flattered himself as a farmer, he
